Frenchhopes 
county won’t 
close road 

Church Lane is topic 
of a two-year dispute 


Denny French, pas¬ 
tor of Paint Lick Baptist 
Church, appeared before 
Gallatin County Fiscal 
Court last Thursday to 
oppose closing Church 
Lane from Hwy. 1992 to 
the church. All the magis¬ 
trates were present at the 
monthly meeting except 
for Jeff Wallace who rep¬ 
resents Sparta/Gold Star. 

Judge/executive Ken 
McFarland said there were 
no plans to close the road. 
“We have not been asked 
to do anything, keep using 
it,” he told French. “You 
will be notified as soon as 
we are notified.” 

This is the latest devel¬ 
opment regarding Church 
Lane, which serves Paint 
Lick Church as well as 
properties owned by Mike 
Hornsby and Jeff Sproul. 

Two years ago, the 
magistrates voted to add 
the lane to the county road 
system. That action failed, 
however, when Hornsby 
successfully challenged 
it in court. Mr. Sproul has 
appealed the legal deci¬ 
sion as he and the church 
still hope to make it a 
county road. 

Church Lane is a 
12-foot-wide, 250-foot- 
long dirt path used fre¬ 
quently by members of 
Paint Lick Baptist. 

In other fiscal court 
business: 

•Magistrates unani¬ 
mously voted to include 
the Hillandale subdivision 
in the county road system. 


About 11 miles of road 
will be graded and black- 
topped. The project will 
be bid out soon. 

“Those residents used 
to be just weekend folks 
but now they are perma¬ 
nent residents,” said Joe 
Shinkle about the deci¬ 
sion. 

•Efforts continue to 
add countywide Internet 
service. 

Judge McFarland has 
talked to Williamstown 
officials about their pro¬ 
gram that costs $39.95 
per month. Shinkle is re¬ 
searching a Cleveland, 
Ohio, company. 

“It’s a slow process 
but it’s progressing,” said 
McFarland. 

•Judge McFarland said 
a new contract to allow 
low-risk prisoners to re¬ 
main under home deten¬ 
tion has saved the county 
$2,200 so far this year. 
The county has contracted 
with a company called 
Core-Soft to provide 
home-detention ankle 
bracelets, as well as job 
placement and rehabilita¬ 
tion programs. 

•McFarland praised 
employees at the life 
squad’s EMS building 
for recent renovations 
to the property. “Thanks 
to them, the remodeling 
didn’t cost taxpayers a 
dime,” he said. “Our next 
project will be the dis¬ 
patch center.” 

•At the request of

Cows make good neighbors

I share my ridge top home with a 
herd of well-behaved cows. I guess 
that’s not really true. They don’t hang 
out on the couch, watch sports and 
munch on the chips and salsa with me. 
In fact, they don’t come in the house at 
all. They live in a field that surrounds 
my house but that doesn’t mean we 
don’t interact at times. 

Sometimes they moo when they see 
me working in the garden. They also 
“moo” when the sun comes up, when it 


rains, when it gets hot and when it’s time 
for lunch. 

I used to be one of many people who 
thought cows were dumb animals. Af¬ 
ter being surrounded by them for a few 
years, however, I’ve changed my mind. 
That’s because I’ve learned a lot about 
the cows in my neighborhood and the 
more I’ve learned, the more impressed I 
have become. 

For instance, cows have taught me 
it’s a good idea to find a bunch of friends 
and stay close to them. None of the cows 
on my hillside ever hang out all by them¬ 
selves. Instead, they enjoy the camara¬ 
derie that goes along with being part of 
a group. When one gets hot and heads 
to the pond to cool off, they all head for 
the water. That way, no one gets lonely, 
frightened or bored. 

I’ve learned cows are curious crea¬ 


tures. They are fascinated by my lawn 
mower. When it’s time to mow the grass, 
they gather at the fence that separates 
their pasture from my yard and watch me 
go around and around until all the grass 
is clipped to the right height. They prob¬ 
ably wonder why I cut perfectly good 
grass instead of graze on it, but they po¬ 
litely keep their thoughts to themselves. 

Cows also know it’s wise to stay 
close to home. Oh sure, some of the 
young ones may escape from the pasture 
from time to time and come over for a 
visit. They never stay long, though, and 
head home before it gets too late so mom 
won’t worry. 

You don’t have to tell a cow when it’s 
time for supper. That’s because they eat 
all day and night too. That makes sense 
to me. I’ve always thought life should be 
one big smorgasbord. 


You’ll never see a cow in a hurry ei¬ 
ther. It can take a herd of cows all day 
to walk from one end of their pasture to 
the other. If people were more like that, 
I bet you wouldn’t hear so much about 
high blood pressure. 

Cows also hardly ever complain.

If people were more like that, 
we wouldn’t have to put up with all that 
noisy Talk Radio. 

All in all, I’d have to say cows are 
good neighbors. They don’t borrow my 
tools and forget to return them, they 
don’t care if I play the radio loud when 
I wash my truck and they don’t set off 
fireworks and scare the cat. Now, if I 
can just get them to help me paint the 
house, I’ll really have it made. 
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The sound of typewriters 

When something goes extinct, we not only lose 
the sight of it — we lose its sound, which is often 
even more evocative than its appearance. 

So it is that in the past several weeks, a couple 
of radio programs have been inspired to broadcast 
snippets of sounds of some devices that were once 
part of our everyday lives but which might be virtu¬ 
ally unknown to today’s college students. 

The rattle of a rotary dial telephone. 

The flup flup flup of a phonograph needle at the 
end of a record. 

The whine of an audio cassette tape being re¬ 
wound. 

There’s even a new website — the Museum of 
Endangered Sounds at www.savethesounds.info — 
that features sounds of vanishing gadgets. 

The sound that resonates with me is from the 
manual typewriter. The clacking of the type ham¬ 
mers as they smashed inky characters onto the pa¬ 
per. The clatter when the typist shoved the carriage 
back to the left side of the page. And the bell that 
warned that you were nearing the end of a line. 

Once, newsrooms buzzed with the racket of type¬ 
writers. At my first full-time newspaper job, I wrote 
stories on an Olympia and I wasn’t issued type¬ 
writer paper. I typed on newsprint, the same cheap, 
pulpy paper the newspaper was printed on. 

When we wanted to move a paragraph, we cut 
it out with scissors. Some of my stories I had so 
many cuts and splices they looked like they’d been 
mugged by a wolverines. 

Typists may not have been as brand loyal as 
cigarette smokers or automobile owners. But they 
could certainly tell you what kind of typewriter 
they used. 

Underwood. Remington. Smith and Corona. 

For my dad, it was a gray Royal, 35 pounds of 
Made in the USA mechanical excellence. 

I began using Dad’s Royal and became a self- 
taught typist, using my right forefinger to press the 
letter keys and my left thumb to activate the shift 
key. It looked strange, but I became surprisingly 
proficient. 

My first serious project was a term paper on the 
history of baseball. I typed 50 pages of double¬ 
spaced and footnoted pages and it was a master¬ 
piece. I expected our grumpy social studies teacher 
to canonize me. Instead, she handed it back without 
a word. I got an A-minus with a complaint about 
my bibliography style. 

Later, I used that Royal to write a fanciful essay 
about the importance of soil conservation that won 
me a first-place countywide prize: a $25 savings 
bond and my picture in the local newspaper. 

I would lug the big Royal into my bedroom and 
there I’d sit bent for hours, pecking out letters, book 
reports, and other great epistles. 

I took a typing class in high school and learned 
proper technique. But I reverted to my one-finger/ 
one-thumb technique and found I could type 43 
words a minute with one finger. 

Then in 1980, we reporters started using Compu- 
graphic computer terminals. Gone was the carriage 
return, the inky ribbon, the bottles of Wite-Out. 

And gone was the clickety-clack that meant 
words, sentences and paragraphs were being cre¬ 
ated. The absence of that sound was so discomfort¬ 
ing that Compugraphic installed a switch that could 
replicate the sound of a typewriter. 

Soon, the only thing I needed a typewriter for 
was to address envelopes (something they still are 
handy for). 

At work, the typewriters disappeared one by one. 
Just one remains here today, an IBM that sits at an 
abandoned desk in an unused office. 

Still, the sound of that typewriter’s “ding” on 
the radio Saturday triggered an agreeable memory 
from my youth. 

And my old one-finger typing method has proved 
to be very handy for use with my iPad.

We need more facts in our political coverage 


For a glimpse of what ails 
American politics and public dis¬ 
course, you could have flipped 
through the cable news chan¬ 
nels after Republican Gov. Scott 
Walker survived a recall election 
in Wisconsin earlier this month. 

Just before enough returns 
came in to make it all but certain 
that Walker had won, CNN gave 
the last half of the hour to Piers 
Morgan, who usually has the 
whole 9-10 p.m. hour and replays 
of that day’s coverage of Queen 
Elizabeth’s diamond jubilee. 

A couple of minutes of Morgan 
and the royal family were enough 
for me, so I switched to Fox 
News. Right after host Sean Han- 
nity told viewers that it looked 
like Walker would win, he got re¬ 
action — from two Republicans. 
Democrats were unrepresented. 

Disliking that one-sided pre¬ 
sentation, I turned to MSNBC, 
where liberal Rachel Maddow 
has been known to give conser¬ 
vatives their due. But she got 
her initial reaction only from Ed 
Schultz, a liberal blogger and ra¬ 
dio and MSNBC talk-show host 
who was clearly upset that the 
recall had failed. A couple min¬ 
utes of that was, again, enough 
for me. 

CNN returned to the election 
As Dana Bash reported from 
Walker headquarters, the crowd 
realized that she was on the air 
and started booing. On a later re¬ 
port, Walker supporters crowded 
around her platform and jumped 
up and down with signs, one say¬ 
ing, “Don’t believe the liberal 
media.” When another CNN re¬ 
porter tried to report on the reac¬ 
tion of recall supporters massed 
outside the Wisconsin Capitol, 
they nearly drowned him out 
with noisemakers and bumped 


him with small bags bearing dollar 
signs. 

And which of these channels has 
lost the most audience lately? CNN, 
apparently because it tries to give 
viewers what they deserve — a fair 
and accurate report — rather than 
what they apparently want: facts 
that are selectively reported and 
opinion that confirms their political 
beliefs. 

Unfortunately for democracy, the 
market for opinion in this country 
continues to grow, while the market 
for facts continues to decline. 

At some point, that becomes bad 
for a representative democracy, 
which relies on voters who make 
informed judgments, not just knee- 
jerk reactions or echoes of what they 
have heard or read. The prolifera¬ 
tion of news outlets on TV and the 
Internet has made them hungrier for 
audience so they increasingly give 
viewers what they want. And the in¬ 
creased competition has made them 
give an inordinate amount of time to 
opinion, which is much cheaper and 
easier to produce than real news, 


which involves paying journalists to 
go out and dig up facts. 

There are a few national news 
outlets that dig deep and try to rep¬ 
resent a wide range of views. The 
fact-heavy National Journal is ex¬ 
pensive in print, but its online site, 
www.NationalJoumal.com, is easily 
accessible. So is www.TheAtlantic. 
com. It offers a quality mix where 
conservatives, liberals and moder¬ 
ates can all find things to their lik¬ 
ing. 

But what we really need are facts 
and the financial stresses on news¬ 
papers and other traditional media 
outlets have made facts harder to 
come by. But it’s not really that hard, 
if you’re willing to take some time, 
seek out points of view other than 
your own, and be willing to change 
your mind. If we want to make our 
politics less polarized, we have to 
start with ourselves.

We 
have now, according to 
University of Kentucky 
meteorologist Tom Priddy, 
fallen into the “moderate 
drought” category. These 
90-degree, full-sun days 
don’t help much either, 
simply serving to sap what 
moisture there is out of the 
soil. 

That said, check your 
plantings often - flow¬ 
ers and veggies - to make 
sure they have adequate 
moisture. 

When you water, give 
the plants a good soak¬ 
ing. Conventional wisdom 
suggests an inch of water 
a week, adding it’s better 
to water deeply once than

superficially every day. 
Light watering simply en¬ 
courages the little roots to 
grow toward the surface 
where they sense there’s 
water and ultimately that 
can lead to problems as 
the soil dries out quickly in 
the boiling sun - and with 
it the tiny roots. 

Mulching is a good idea 
now to retain soil mois¬ 
ture. Straw or untreated 
grass clippings make good 
mulch - and I say “un¬ 
treated” because chemi¬ 
cals used on lawns by the 
professional lawn services 
can be detrimental to veg¬ 
etable plants. 

If you’re mulching, it’s 
not a good idea to use hay 
since even the best hay 
contains weed seed. You 
want to keep the water 
in but you don’t want to 
create another problem - 
weeds! - in the process. 

The moon 

The moon moves - or 
has moved depending on 
when you read this - to 
the light phase at 7:09 p.m. 


today (Wednesday). If the 
sky is clear and you’re 
out at night, you’ll notice 
there’s no moon visible 
now. That will change, 
however, in a few nights 
as a tiny sliver comes into 
view, growing toward the 
next full moon on July 3. 

Until then (July 3) we 
should be planting only 
above-ground producing 
veggies. 

And always remember: 
when the light moon is in 
force proceed with only 
light-moon activities and 
planting above-ground 
producing veggies. Con¬ 
versely, when the dark 
moon is in force it’s be¬ 
low-ground producers. 

The signs 

According to the signs 
of the zodiac, what’s left 
of today and Thursday are 
great days for planting any 
above-ground producers 
with the moon in Taurus 
(the neck), one of the most 
outstandingly productive 
signs. 

But get your planting 
done before Friday since

killing signs return to the 
picture Friday and Satur¬ 
day when Leo (the heart) 
comes into force. The 
moon’s still in the light 
phase but that doesn’t mat¬ 
ter since you don’t need to 
be planting anyway. 

Beginning Sunday and 
continuing through June 
28, we find our monthly 
stretch of flowering signs 
with Virgo (the bowels) 
ruling June 24-25 followed 
by Libra (the reins) in 
charge June 26-28. Since 
these are “bloom days” 
and flowers planted on any 
of these days should just 
bloom their little hearts 
out.

Doctor Dirt...

Dear Doctor Dirt, 

I, like everybody else, 
have been watering my 
garden like crazy. But 
I have a question about 
watering; how do I 
know if I’m putting on 
enough? Is it possible 
to over-water it? I can’t 
imagine that I’m doing 
that. Thanks. 

G.S. 

Warsaw 

Dear G.S., 

Like you, I can’t imag¬ 
ine that you’re over-wa¬ 
tering either. As dry as it 
is, it’d be pretty tough to 
put on too much. 

As a rule of thumb, a 
garden needs at least an 
inch of water per week 
for good growth. So, ex¬ 
actly how much water is 
that? To make the math 
easy, let’s say your garden 
is only 10 by 10 feet in 
area; that’s a 100 square 


foot garden. Since it takes 
about .62 gallons of water 
to put an inch of water on 
1 square foot, you’d need 
62 gallons of water to put 
an inch on 100 square 
feet. 

So, now you need to 
know how long you’d 
have to water to put on 
62 gallons. That’s easy 
enough; just see how long 
it takes to fill a 5 gallon 
bucket with your hose at 
the water pressure you’ll 
be using to water. Let’s 
say it takes 5 minutes 
to fill a 5 gallon bucket, 
that’s a gallon per minute. 
Which means it’d take 62 
minutes to put on 62 gal¬ 
lons. So basically you’d 
have to water for an hour 
per week to put an inch of 
water per week on a 100 
square foot garden. 

You must also remem¬ 
ber that if you’re water¬ 
ing during the hottest part

of the day, you’re losing 
a fourth of what you put 
on due to evaporation. So 
the most efficient time to 
water is early morning or 
late afternoon. Mulching 
the garden will also con¬ 
serve water thus reducing 
watering needs. 

Perhaps an easier way 
to know when the garden 
needs water and when 
you’ve put on enough is 
to use a device called a 
tensiometer. You stick this 
thing in the garden and it 
monitors soil moisture. 


The hand on the thing’s 
dial will move as you 
water and tells you when 
you’ve put on enough. 
Google tensiometer for 
more info on them.

Easier access now available at 
Long Bar on Cumberland River 


Trout anglers on Cumber¬ 
land River now have public 
bank side access to the Long 
Bar area in Clinton County. 

"This is one of the better 
fishing areas on the entire river 
for trout," noted Dave Dreves, 
fisheries research biologist for 
the Kentucky Department of 
Fish and Wildlife Resources. 

The Long Bar Fishing Ac¬ 
cess property, which is owned 
by Kentucky Fish and Wild¬ 
life, consists of a 12-acre is¬ 
land and four adjacent acres 
on the bank. While the area 
opened to the public in 2009, 
the only way to access it pre¬ 
viously was by boat. 

Kentucky Fish and Wild¬ 
life recently completed a 
15-vehicle parking lot for the 
area, which some locals refer 
to as Snow Island. 

Dreves noted the area ad¬ 
jacent to the island is a highly 
productive place to wade fish 
for rainbow, brown and brook 
trout. Wading anglers must 
cross a small side channel in 
order to reach the main chan¬ 
nel adjacent to the island. 

"Anglers need to be aware 
of river levels," explained 
Dreves. "At low water, there 
is a gravel bar with knee-high 
water over it that anglers can 
use to wade over to the is¬ 
land." 

If anglers aren't paying at¬ 
tention, however, they may 


not notice the river rising and 
may have to navigate back 
to die bank in chest-high wa¬ 
ter, or possibly have to swim 
back. 

The Cumberland River's 
level is controlled by Wolf 
Creek Dam at Lake Cumber¬ 
land, located approximately 
10 miles upstream of the 
Long Bar Access. Releases 
from this hydro-electric dam 
can make the river fluctuate as 
much as 15 feet at the access 
area. The current during times 
of electrical generation at the 
dam is strong. 

The Nashville District of 
the U.S. Army Corps of En¬ 
gineers, which operates Wolf 
Creek Dam, posts its project¬ 
ed generation schedule for the 
following day online at www. 
om.usace.army.mil/. Anglers 
may also call the local U.S. 
Army Corps of Engineers' 
fishing information line at 
(606)678-8697. 

To get to the Long Bar 
Fishing Access from Jame¬ 
stown, take U.S. 127 across 
Wolf Creek Dam. Turn right 
onto KY 1730 and follow it 
until the road ends at Swan 
Pond Road; turn left. This road 
becomes Wells Bottom Road; 
bear right at the road fork with 
Desda-Wells Bottom Road. 
Look for the new access road 
and the Long Bar Fishing Ac¬ 
cess sign to the right.

Every Family has 
Secrets - Could 
Diabetes be 
One of Them? 

Do you know your 
family’s health history? 
Or is it like a secret no 
one wants to talk about? 
Many health conditions, 
including type 2 diabe¬ 
tes, run in families. Many 
people who get type 2 
diabetes have one or more 
family members with the 
disease. 

Knowing the health his¬ 
tory of your siblings, par¬ 
ents, and blood relatives is 
important because it gives 
you and your health care 
team information about 
your risk for developing 
health problems, such as 
type 2 diabetes. You can’t 
change your family his¬ 
tory, but knowing about 
it can help you work with 
your health care team to 
take action on things you 
can change. Studies have 
shown that you can pre¬ 
vent or delay type 2 dia¬ 
betes by losing 5 to 7 per¬ 
cent of your weight, if you 
are overweight—that’s 10 
to 14 pounds if you weigh 
200 pounds. You can 
lose weight by walking 
30 minutes a day for five 
days a week and choosing 
healthy foods lower in fat 
and calories. 

The National Diabe¬ 
tes Education Program 
(NDEP) urges everyone 
to explore their family 
health history and make a 
family plan to prevent or 
delay the onset of type 2 
diabetes. 

-Ask around. Talk to 
your relatives to find out 
if anyone has diabetes. If 
you have been diagnosed 
with diabetes, tell your 
family. 

-Update your health 
care team on your fam¬ 


ily history. Talk to your 
health care team about 
whether you should be 
screened for diabetes. It 
is important to find out 
early if you have diabetes 
so you can take steps to 
manage the disease. Peo¬ 
ple who keep their blood 
glucose (sugar) as close 
to normal as possible in 
the early years after they 
are diagnosed with diabe¬ 
tes have fewer problems 
with their eyes, nerves, 
and kidneys, and fewer 
heart attacks later in life. 

-Make a healthy eating 
plan for the whole family. 

-Get Moving. Make 
physical activity a fam¬ 
ily affair. Go for a walk, 
or play soccer, basketball, 
or tag with your children. 
Try swimming, biking, 
hiking, jogging, or any 
activity that you enjoy. 
Vary your activities so 
you don’t get bored. 

Don’t let diabetes be 
your family secret. Make 
a family plan to work to¬ 
gether to prevent or delay 
type 2 diabetes. If some¬ 
one in your family has 
diabetes, ask how fam¬ 
ily members can support 
them.

TER 35 OF THE CITY OF WARSAW

§35.08 CITY POLICE LOCKOUTS 

(A) As a courtesy to citizens and visi¬ 
tors in the City of Warsaw, a member 
of the City Police Department may, 
when requested by the owner and/or 
operators, unlock a vehicle door lock 
by means of a “slim jim/slim unlock 
reach tool”, or similar device or tool. 

(B) Neither the City, the Police Depart¬ 
ment or the Police Officer shall be li¬ 
able or responsible for any damage 
caused or claimed to be caused by the 
unlocking. The owner and/or operator 
of the vehicle shall sign a Waiver and 
Release of Liability before the Officer 


proceeds to undertake the unlocking. 
SECTION 2: This Ordinance shall be 
effective upon its adoption and approval 
according to law and publication there¬ 
after. 

SECTION 3: All Ordinances or parts 
of any Ordinances in conflict herewith 
to the extent of such conflict, if any, are 
hereby repealed. 

SECTION 4: The provisions of this 
Ordinance are severable and the invalid¬ 
ity of any provision of this Ordinance 
shall not affect the validity of any other 
provisions hereof, and such other provi¬ 
sions shall remain in full force and ef¬ 
fect as long as they remain valid in the 
absence of that provision determined to 
be invalid. 

SECTION 5: The foregoing Ordinance 
was read, passed and adopted by the 
Council of the City of Warsaw, Ken¬

Gardening is great for

It’s long been known 
that gardening is a great 
way to enjoy the out¬ 
doors and connect with 
nature in a tranquil envi¬ 
ronment. 

Just taking a walk in a 
garden can help improve 
your mood. This is why 
gardens are often an in¬ 
tegral part of retirement 
living communities-so 
older adults can eas¬ 
ily interact with the ever- 
evolving landscape as the 
seasons change. 

Gardens can keep you 
grounded, quite literally 
by forcing you to slow 
down and smell the roses.

These 
studies found that 36 per¬ 
cent of 60-year-olds and 
47 percent of 70-year- 
olds had lower risk for 
dementia than those who 
didn’t garden on a regular 
basis. 

Gardening has also 
been shown to improve 
your mood and alleviate 


stress. No matter how big 
or small your garden may 
be, the sights, smells, and 
sounds of being outside 
simply watching your 
garden grow, can give 
you needed relief from 
stress. 

Stress reduction has 
been studied in the Neth¬ 
erlands by comparing 
reading indoors with 30 
minutes of outdoor gar¬ 
dening. The gardeners re¬ 
ported they felt less stress 
than the people who took 
time out to read during 
the same time frame. 
The sensory experience 
of gardening can also 
help improve depressive 
symptoms. 

Keep in mind that gar¬ 
dening for pleasure is 
good for downgrading 
stress, but only if you’re 
not too invested in the 
outcome. Gardening is 
only as stress-free as you 
make it. If you’re con¬ 
stantly worrying about 
whether your new plants 
will thrive or produce the 
best looking flowers and 
best produce in the neigh¬ 
borhood, you won’t gain 
healthy benefits that many 
people experience when 
they “play outdoors.” 

If you plant a garden, 
you’ll also likely gain 
nutritional benefits from 
the fresh food you’ll 
glean from your own en¬ 
deavors. But even if your 
garden plat is focused on 
flowers instead of veg¬ 
gies, it’s been shown that 
people who garden tend 
to eat healthy. 

In many areas of the 
country, outdoor garden¬ 
ing isn’t a year-round op¬ 
tion. But take advantage 
of it, every opportunity 
you can.

WHEREAS, The Mayor has prepared an annual budget proposal and message and has 
delivered the budget proposal and message to City Council; and 

WHEREAS, the City Council has reviewed the budget proposal and has made neces¬ 
sary and desirable modifications. 

BE IT ORDAINED BY THE COUNCIL OF THE ITY OF WARSAW, IN GAL¬ 
LATIN COUNTY, KENTUCKY, AS FOLLOWS: 

SECTION 1: That the annual budget for the fiscal year beginning July 1, 2012, and 
ending June 30, 2013, more particularly described in the attached Exhibits, is hereby ad¬ 
opted as attached hereto and incorporated herein by reference. 

SECTION 2: This Ordinance shall be effective as of July 1, 2012. 

SECTION 3: The invalidity of any section of this Ordinance shall not affect the valid¬ 
ity of any other section. 

SECTION 4; The foregoing was read, passed and adopted by the Council of the City 
of Warsaw, Kentucky, meeting in Special Session on the 22nd of May, 2012, and in Regu¬ 
lar Session on the 11th day of June, 2012, with 4 yes votes, 2 no votes, and 0 abstentions, 
and was ordered published in summary according to law.

Kentucky Afield Outdoors: 
The lowly, forgotten grub 


It is a ritual as regular as 
the Kentucky Derby run¬ 
ning on the first Saturday in 
May. 

Cheesy informercials on 
late night television pro¬ 
mote the newest "revolu¬ 
tion" in fishing, usually a 
gimmick that appeals to the 
sensibilities of the sleep de¬ 
prived. 

Some come with lights 
or have little motors to im¬ 
part action on the lure or 
some innovation that usu¬ 
ally doesn't catch fish. Does 
anyone actually fish the 
Banjo Minnow anymore? 
The Helicopter lure? The 
Dancing Eel? The Hying 
Lure, designed to bounce 
down and under ledges to 
hiding fish that found hid¬ 
ing rock piles or stumps 
and got hung and lost on 
the first cast, every time? 
No, they don't. 

In this blur of these ev¬ 
er-changing fads, the one 
constant since the Nixon 
White House is the curly- 
tailed grub, rated by Field 
and Stream magazine a few 
years ago as the greatest lure 
of all time. It is not a gim¬ 
mick. To a predator fish, the 
curly-tailed grub looks just 
like a baitfish swimming in 
the water. 

Mister Twister invent¬ 
ed the curly-tailed grub in 
1972. Most plastic lures up 
to that time possessed little 
action on the retrieve, but 
Mister Twister made a mold 
where they attached a flap 
of soft plastic shaped like a 
sickle to a length of ringed 
plastic. The sickle-shaped 
tail fluttered with the slight¬ 
est movement and fish went 
crazy for them. 

Although most popular 
for black bass fishing, curly- 
tailed grubs catch crappie, 
bluegill, redear sunfish, hy¬ 
brid, striped and white bass; 
practically every predator 
fish that swims in fresh or 
salt water will strike a grub. 

Summer's here and the 
time is right for fishing 
curly-tailed grubs. 

A 3-inch black, pump- 
kinseed or smoke-colored 
grub works wonders on 
summertime stream small- 
mouth bass. Fish grubs 
on a 1/8-ounce leadhead 
above and below riffles by 
letting the lure drift in the 
current and occasionally 
ticking bottom. Resist the 
urge to work the lure; allow 
the current to do it instead. 
Summer smallmouth bass 
in streams often ignore lures 
like crankbaits that fly by or 
soft-plastic lures worked 
erratically. They look like 
frauds. 

A curly-tailed grub tum¬ 
bling by their noses with the 
tail slowly undulating in the 
current draws strikes, even 
during the hottest months 
and the lowest water con¬ 
ditions. It is hard to find a 
more effective lure for this 
situation. 

When largemouth 
bass in lakes get a little 
sleepy during the hot sum¬ 
mer days, a 4-inch black, 
junebug or green pumpkin 
curly-tailed grub may wake 
them up enough to strike. 
Rig the grub weedless on a 
leadhead and slowly work 
it along deep weed lines, 
just above channel drops 
and down points. 

Lethargic largemouth 
bass that refused other of¬ 
ferings strike gmbs in sum¬ 
mer. Their subtle action and 
streamlined profile appeal 
to heat-stressed largemouth 
bass that don't feel like do¬ 
ing much to eat during the 
day. A little gmb swimming 
by is often too much to re¬ 
sist. 

A small 1 1/2-inch yel¬ 
low, chartreuse, white or red 
grub rigged on a 1/32-ounce 
leadhead is a killer for big 
"bull" bluegills and redear 
sunfish, commonly called 
shellcrackers, in summer. 
Work these grubs beside 
and through cuts in weed 
beds in summer for these 
fish. Some anglers tip them 
with wax worms or organic 
wax worm imitations for 
better effectiveness. 

Fishing gmbs for sunfish 
targets the big ones, so you 
won't catch as many as with 
other methods. For num¬ 
bers of summer sunfish, try 
crickets or redworms sus¬ 
pended under a bobber. 

Hybrid striped and 


striped bass in tailraces be¬ 
low dams on the Ohio River 
and major reservoirs hit 5- 
to 6-inch white or chartreuse 
curly-tailed gmbs rigged on 
a -ounce leadheads. Fish 
these lures in the frothy wa¬ 
ter that has plenty of current. 
Striped and hybrid striped 
bass rip through schools of 
shad that congregate below 
these dams. The curly-tailed 
gmb with its undulating 
tail looks just like a shad. 
Fish them in current seams 
where boiling water meets 
slack. 

The curly-tailed gmb 
also works wonders on 
schooling white bass during 
their spring mns. 

Crappie hit smaller 1 
1/2-inch to 2 1/2-inch curly- 
tailed gmbs in blue, lime- 
green, yellow and white 
in summer. Crappie move 
deeper in May after they 
spawn and stay there all 
summer long. They locate 
on bmsh and submerged 
trees on channel drops or 
offshore humps in 12 to 25 
feet of water. A curly-tailed 
gmb swum just over this 
cover draws strikes from

crappie. 

Tlie lowly, overlooked 
curly-tailed gmb is one of 
the best fish catchers of all 
time. When the fish ignore 
everything else in the tackle 
box on those tough fish¬ 
ing summer days, tie on a 
gmb and start catching, not 
sweating.

Is My Water Safe? There are Federal and State Laws that require us to monitor your drinking water for contaminants. The table enclosed within this report reflects the 
results of our monitoring for the period beginning January 1, 2011 through December 31, 2011. We conducted more than 500 tests for over 100 drinking water contaminants, 
only those contaminants that were detected are included in the Water Quality Data Table. For a complete listing of the different tests that were actually conducted you may 
contact the Water District Office. 

Do I need to Take Precautions? Some people may be more vulnerable to contaminants in drinking water than the general population. Immuno-compromised persons 
such as persons with cancer undergoing chemotherapy, persons who have undergone organ transplants, people with HIV/AIDS or other immune system disorders, some elderly, 
and infants can be particularly at risk from infections. These people should seek the advice about drinking water from their healthcare providers. EPA/Center for Disease Control 
(CDC) guidelines on appropriate means to lessen the risk of infection by Cryptosporidium and other microbial contaminants are available from the Safe Water Drinking Hotline 
(800-426-4791). 

Where Does My Water Come From? Your water supply comes from two different groundwater sources. We purchase about 3% of our water pretreated from the City 
of Warsaw. The other 97% is produced and treated by us. Both sources of water are from wells that draw water from an underground aquifer. 

Source Water Assessment -The source of raw water for the Gallatin County Water District is the Ohio River Alluvium in Gallatin County. An analysis of the overall 
susceptibility of contaminants of the Gallatin County Water District's water supply indicated that the susceptibility is moderate. There are a total of 35 potential contaminations 
with the wellhead protection area with the following susceptibility rankings; 7- high, 28-medium and 0 -low. Sources of high potential impact include septic systems and 
highway 35. This is a summary of the susceptibility analysis. The complete Source Water Assessment and Susceptibility Analysis Report are available at the Northern Kentucky 
Area Development District or the Division of Water. The final source water assessment is contained in the Gallatin County Water Supply Plan. Copies of the plan are available 
from our office. The County Judge's Office, the Gallatin County Public Library and the City of Warsaw. The plan indicates that the sources of water are susceptible to some 
contaminants caused by agricultural activities in the area. 


Why Are There Contaminants In my Drinking Water? Drinking water, including bottled water, may reasonably be expected to contain at least small amounts of 
some contaminants. The presences of contaminants does not necessarily indicate that the water poses a health risk. More information about contaminants and potential health 
effects may be obtained by calling the Environmental Protection Agency's (EPA) Safe Drinking Water Hotline (800-426-4791). 


The sources of drinking water (both tap and bottled water) include rivers, lakes, streams, ponds, reservoirs, springs and wells. As water travels over the surface of the land or 
through the ground, it dissolves naturally occurring minerals and, in some cases radioactive material, and may pick up substances resulting from the presence of animals or from 
human activity. Contaminants that may be presents in source water include; Microbial Contaminants , such as viruses and bacteria, that may come from sewage treatment 
plants, septic systems, agricultural livestock operations, and wildlife. Inorganic Contaminants, such as slate and metals, which can be naturally-occurring or result from urban 
storm water runoff, industrial or domestic wastewater discharge, oil and gas production, mining or farming. Pesticides and herbicides, which may come from a variety of sources 
such as agriculture, urban storm water runoff and residential uses. Organic Chemical Contaminants , including synthetic and volatile organic chemicals, which are by-products of 
industrial process and petroleum productions, and may also, come from gas stations, urban storm water runoff and septic systems. Radioactive Contaminants, which can be 
naturally occurring or be the result of oil and gas production and mining activities. 


To ensure that tap water is safe to drink U.S. EPA prescribes regulations that limit the amount of certain contaminants in water provided by public water systems. U.S. EPA 
regulations established limits for contaminants in bottled water that shall provide the same protection for public health. 

If present, elevated levels of lead can cause serious health problems, especially for pregnant women and young children. Lead in drinking water is primarily from materials and 
components associated with service lines and home plumbing. Gallatin County Water District is responsible for providing high quality drinking water, but cannot control the 
variety of materials used in plumbing components. When your water has been sitting for several hours, you can minimize the potential for lead exposure by flushing your tap for 
30 seconds to 2 minutes before using water for drinking or cooking. If you are concerned about lead in your water, you may wish to have your water tested. Information on 
lead in drinking water, testing methods, and steps you can take to minimize exposure is available from the Safe Drinking Water Hotline or at 
http://www.epa.gov/safewater/lead . 


Educational Information- Nitrate [measured as Nitrogen]. Nitrate in drinking water at levels above 10 ppm is a health risk to infants of less than six months of age. 

High nitrate levels in drinking water can cause blue baby syndrome. Nitrate levels may rise quickly for short periods of time because of rainfall or agriculture activity. If you are 
caring for an infant, you should ask for advice from you healthcare provider. 

Call the 
office for more information on these services. 

These meetings are open to the public and are held on the second Thursday 
of each month. Meetings take place at the Water District Office. Stop by and pay us a visit.

Violations- We are happy to report that we received no violations. However the City of Warsaw received two violations. 

Public Notice 

Warsaw Water & Sewer violated one drinking water standard and one monitoring requirement. Although these were not emergencies nor did they pose a health risk, as our 
customers you have a right to know what happened, what you should do, and what they did to correct this situation. 


Like us they are required to monitor your drinking water for specific contaminants on a regular basis. Testing results for a sample collected on May 24, 2010 show that their 
system exceeded the standard or maximum contaminant level (MCL), for fluoride. The test results of the fluoride sample taken on that date was 6.23 mg/I. The standard for 
fluoride is that the average of samples taken over the last year may not exceed 4.0 mg/I. 


Like us they are also required to monitor their drinking water for specific contaminants on a regular basis. Results of regular monitoring are an indicator of whether our drinking 
water meets health standards. During 2010 they did not complete all monitoring or testing for fluoride and therefore cannot be sure of the quality of your drinking water during 
that time. 


Children under the age of nine should use an alternative source of water that is low in fluoride. In addition, you may want to consult your dentist about whether to avoid 
dental products containing fluoride. Adults and children over the age of nine should consult their dentist or doctor and show him/her this notice to determine if an alternative 
source of water low in fluoride should be used. 


This was not an emergency. If it had been you would have been notified within 24 hours. Fluoride in small amounts helps prevent tooth decay. ^However, some people who 
drink water containing fluoride in excess over many years could get bone disease, including pain and tenderness of the bones. Fluoride in drinking water at half the MCL or 
greater may cause mottling of children's teeth, usually in children less than nine years old. Molting, also known as dental fluorosis may include brown staining and/or pitting of 
the permanent teeth. This problem occurs only in developing teeth, before they erupt from the gums. * Although it takes many years of exposure to fluoride for bone disease to 
develop, mottling can occur after a relatively short period of exposure. 


What happened? What is being done? A recent audit, by the Kentucky Division of Water, of a lab that was sub-contracted by their contract lab revealed an analysis result of 
one fluoride sample collected almost two years ago on May 24, 2010 exceeded the MCL. The analysis result was never reported to the water system or the Kentucky Division of 
water and therefore a monitoring violation occurred. Records indicate that a replacement sample was submitted. Analysis results of the replacement sample and all samples 
submitted to the lab prior to and afterward were within acceptable levels. An investigation has not revealed a reason for the high fluoride reading. However, since the original 
analysis was not invalidated using proper procedures the results are required to be accepted as a legitimate analysis. Water systems are responsible for making sure that all 
required test are performed and that all analysis results are submitted to the Division of Water. They have discussed this situation with both labs and established procedures to 
prevent similar situations from occurring in the future.
